LONDON, Dec. 11.—The greatest Empire on the earth 
gave up Edward VIII as King today and placed his oldest 
brother, Albert Frederick Arthur George, on its throne. 
In three swift hours, the Houses of Commons and Lords 
approved the abdication of the sovereign who chose mar- 
riage to Mrs. Wallis Simpson, American divorcee, instead 
of his ancient crown. Tonight, perhaps by British war- 
ship, Edward is expected to cross the channel to France, 
to be near the woman he loves. It was reported he would 


sail at midnight, from Dover. His destination was not 
disclosed.
